Egypt takes over 
PLO radio station

The Egyptian Government yester- 
day took over the Palestin: Libera- 
tion Organization’s Catro-based ra- 
dio, “Voice of Palestine,” in appa- 
rent retaliation for its continued 
violent criticiam of Egypt's interim 
2ecord with Israel in Sinai. 

A PLO spokesman said that broad- 
easters at the ‘Voice of Palestine” 
station were ordered out of office 
early yesterday afternoon. The move 
came less than 24 hours after the 
“Voice of Palestine” branch in Bagh- 
dad broadcast a false report about 
an assassination attempt on Presi- 
dent 
agreement to the Sinai interim ac- 
cord. 


mation yesterday issued a statement 
saying that the government decision 
to take over the PLO radio was a 
“necessary measure" to combat cer- 
tain elements which were using the 
“Voice of Palestine” as an instru- 
ment to disrupting Arab unity and 
Egyptian-Palestinian relations. 

Indicating that the Egyptians 
would themselves rum the radio sta- 
tion, the statement said that the 
government has “taken necessary 
measures to ensure that the Pales- 
tinian voice will remain free, strong, 
honest and effective.” —_ 

Established in 1965, the Cairo- 
based “Voice of Palestine” has broad- 
cast mainly political programmes for 
the PLO. It was temporarily sus- 
pended in July 1970 when the late 
President Masser was angered by 
the radio’s criticism of his accept- 
ance of the U.S. peace proposals 
transmitted by the then U.S. Secret- 
ary of State William Rogers. Since 
then the PLO opened “Voice of 
Palestine” brafiches in Baghdad, Da- 
Mascus and Algiers as well as in 
Tripoli, Libya. 


Egypt's takeover of the “Voice of 


Palestiné" yesterday constituted the 
Most drastic move Sadat has ever 
instituted against the PLO since he 
came to power late in 1970. 

The measure coincided yesterday 
with a report that Cairo has stop- 
ped all propaganda radio broadcasts 
directed against Israel in an appa- 
rent move connected with the recent 
Taraeli-Egyptian interim peace agree- 
meni 

Seasoned observers, however, dis- 
miased the possibility of any link- 
between the two incidents, 
stressing that the question of pro- 
paganda exchanges was left open 
rather than settled, Informed sources 
recalled last night that the propa- 
ganda issue was raised during the 
recent Sinai pagonadons but no 
agreement could be reached.

— An official of 
the Pentagon's security agency told 
Congress yesterday that U.S, intel- 
ligence agents had sufficient Infor- 
mation to indicate that Egypt and 
Syria would attack Israel in 1973, 
but failed to evaluate it properly.

Security Agency official, testified 
before the House of Representatives 
select committee on intelligence that 
“from a variety of sources they knew

He said there was some “rather 
timid cautionary advice” but it was 
watered down with qualifications. 
‘Wobensmith said the analysts talk- 
ed of limited action and not an all- 
oul war. 

Rep. Otto Pike, the panel chair- 
man, contended there were different 
assessments by different agencies in 
the intelligence community on 
whether war was imminent. 

Pike indicated he had a copy of 
a Defence Intelligence Agency re- 
port correctly predicting on October 
3 the attack was imminent.

After the talks broke down yes- 
terday, Transport Minister Gad 
Ya'acobi declared Al an “exsen- 
tial enterprise,” thus authorizing 


the Director of Civil Aviation, 
Yehuda Rabin, to issue back-to- 
work orders. 


“These will be served on the 
workers if and when necessary, but 
they have not been issued yet,” an 
El Al spokesman told The Jerusa- 
lem Post yesterday. He added that 
the strike, if carried out, will mean 
workers will continue with shift 
work around the clock, but will 
not work overtime or on holidays, 
or respond to emergency calls. 

The spokesman told The Post 
that mechanics had been paid in 
accordance with the letter of the 
law, and, without exception, their 
most recent pay cheques had been 
substantially larger than those of 
‘tthe preceding month.

Underground crypt discovered 


during excavations in Negev 


The discovery of an underground 
erypt in ἃ Byzantine church was one 
of the foremost finds during the first 
season of excavations at the ruins of 
Rehovot in the Negey (Ruheibeh) 
this summer, The excavations were 
conducted by teams of students and 
‘volunteers under the joint auspices 
of the Hebrew University's Institute 
of Archaeolagy and the Israel] Ex- 
ploration Society. 

Ruheibeh, whose ancient name is 
not yet known, Hes on the ancient 
road leading from Halutza to Sinal, 
‘via Nitzana. Its firat settlement was 
in the Nabatean period, but the city 
reached ita peak of size and extent in 
the Byzantine era when it was 
among the largest Negev cities. 

The first season waa devoted to ex- 
cavating a church (one of three 
known in the city} found on the 
northwest outskirts of the city. The 
church’s layout was revealed to be 
on the plan of a tri-apsidal basilica, 
similar to the churches Shivta. 
The main innovation the dis- 


covery of a subterranean crypt © 


beneath the pulpit. The crypt was 
completely sealed off by debris 
when the church wes destroyed and 
all that was cleared auring this first 
season were the entrance and exit on 
two sides, including perfectly 
preserved stairs. 

In the debris were found broken 
pillars, pieces of marble, carved 
fragments bearing engravings 
(including an unusual drawing of the 
inside of a church) and fragments of 
tombstones bearing Greek inscrip- 
tions, The find of the crypt with the 
two staircases leading to it — an 
arrangement rare in Israel and uni- 
que so far in the Negev — testifies to 
this being a church to which many 
pilgrims came. The reason for this 
church's special holiness and the 

» identity of the saint whose remains 
the crypt stored are likely to be 
revealed only when the site is fully 
exposed next season. Among other 
finds in the church are inscriptions 
engraved in the walls of the building

An especially rare find is a 
pair of small glass bowls used in

The date of the church's construc- 
tion is not yet clear, but it would 
seem to fail in the Sth or 6th cen- 
turies C.E. In addition to the church, 
‘a few graves were uncovered in the 
Byzantine cemeteries of the city, In 
this area too there were found 
tombstones bearing crosses and 
Greek inscriptions.

AN APPRECIATION 


An economic Atlas who was 
overtaken by events

PINHAS SAPIR was 2 good 
maan, dedicated heart and soul io 
the nation's cause. Yet he was 
accused of creating a bad 
system, based on the dispensing 
of financial benefits. 
Businessmen wanting cheap 
loans had to curry favour with 
Sapir. This led to corridor 
Politics, mutual back-scratching 
and even, it is said, chicanery. 

The truth 15 that Israel's 
historic development has been 
exceptionally swift: the country 
moved from one separate epoch 
to another within the period of 
Sapir's rule. He belonged to the 
first of the two epochs — and was 
overtaken by events, He failed to 
grasp that something had thang- 
ed, that old formulas must be 
radically modified. 

His great contribution to 
Israel's economic growth was 
made during that first epoch, the 
initial decade of his economic 
leadership from 1955 to 1965. He 
was Minister of Commerce and 
Industry at the time, and also 
started his phase as Finance 
Minister during the later years 
ioe held both portfolios in 1963- 

). 

He had 8 fortunate 
partnership with Levi Eshkoi, 
Minister of Finance during the 
fifties. They were similar men, 
coming from much the same 
background. With Eshkol's aid, 
Sapir transformed Israel from a 
mainly rural, village economy 


into a high-technology ἰπ- 
dustrialized society, in ten short 
years. 

it was a stupendous achieve- 
ment. Sapir was more than a 
bulldozer. He could better be 
compared with the legendary 
Atlas, who lifted a whole world 
on his shoulders. 


Sapir coaxed money out οἵ. 


world Jewry, he sought out 
foreign investors, he practically 
forced business firms and banks 
to go his way, to @o his bidding. 
They were persuaded not only by 
the power of his personality, 
which was considerable, but also 
by a kind of “patronage” which 
he unashamedly controlled. 
Those who cooperated sen- 
sibly and willingly were inside 
his hevra. They deserved, in his 
view, contracts, development 
loans, even emergency aid 
should they (heaven forbid) fall 
on bad times. They deserved 
protection from on high because; 
quite simply, they were doing 
the good work. ὡς 


THE COUNTRY WAS small 
enough, and Zionist enough, and 
perhaps naive enough in those 
days to operate through such a 
homely person-to-person 
method. 

Sapir wanted people to build a 


huge textile factory in a brand- - 


new desert township, Dimona. 
He wanted it for reasons that 
had nothing to do with business. 
Jews had been settled there, to 
open up the Negev. They must be 


employed. nourished. 

He rang up every major in- 

vesting agency, shouted at them 
until they consented to put in 
their chips. Most of the money 
(80 per cent of it) Sapir provided 
out of the public purse; but he 
wanted the various business in- 
terests committed — and he δ᾽ 
his way. . ; 
' He has been berated for con- 
centrating on quantity at the ex- 
pense of quality. But he was 
wiser than his critics. Out of 
quantity there comes quality. 
Nobody can tell’ precisely which 
industries are required in the 
long term. That is why competi- 
tion exists — a form of selection 
by trial and error. 

The need was for enterprises, 
any number of ‘them, with en- 
trepreneurs committed to make 
them succeed. Many of Sapir's 
protégés — “Jimmy” Levy, 
Ephraim Ilin, Yitzhak 
Shubinsky — came a cropper, 
evoking raucous laughter at 

ir's expense. But fac- 
tories behind them, which func- 
tioned then and function now. 

Dimona Textiles faltered when 
soaring wages priced Israel out 
of the basic-textiles league. The 
factory did not close down, it 
adapted itself to the situation. 
After many agonies, it found its 
Place successfully in the 
sophisticated-textiles league. 
But for Sapir, there would not 
have been a 1,500-worker plant 
in Dimona, never mind what 
league. :

Sapir's first big mistake was 
the sivug in 1965 — the replace- 
ment of the different wage- 
scales obtaining in the civil ser- 
vice by a single wage-scale for 
all. Instead of letting the 
authorities fix the new grading 
system, he allowed it to be deter- 
mined through negotiation with 
the Civil Servants’ Union. 

That was fatal. The Civi) Ser- 
vice Commissioner in those 
days, Reuven Shari, was forced 
by his superiors into a policy of 
scuttle. It broke his heart. The 
average salary increase should 
have been 3 per cent (and that 
was only because the planning 
agencies had intended that 
nobody should get less than 
before). The salary rise that ac- 
tually took place was between 30 
and 40 per cent. 

This and other wage ex- 
Plosions in the boom years 1964 
‘and 1965 led straight to the reces- 
sion of 1966-67. Ten per’ cent of 
the labour force became un- 
employed. The nation was 
shocked by the frightening set- 
back: but not for long. Came the 
Six Day War, which promptly 
restored the old euphoria.

Massive Giscard budget to pump 
life into French economy

PARIS. — 


THE REFLATIONARY PACKAGE 


| produced by French President 


Giscard d’Estaing last week reflects 
fear of unemployment, whereas the 
keynote of the West German 
programme a few days earlier was 
the bogey of inflation. France’s 
workless now number 900,000 and 
are expected to reach 1,200,000 
within the next two months when 
about 600,000 school-leavers come 
onto the labour market. The big 
Boussac textile firm has just dismiss- 
ed 3,000 of its staff and many of the 
country's most pros firms, 
πον as Rhone-Poulenc, are on short- 
ime. 

It was against this bac und 
that Giscard went on Tv toantounce 
a magsive Fr30b. (1LA4.5b.) package 
to pump new life into a stagnating 
economy. This is three times as 
much in money terms as the 
reflationary measures introduced by 


* West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt. 


These measures were reinforced 
by a cut in the bank rate from 9.5 to 8 
ber cent. The biggest slice of finan- 


‘Clal help is Fri3b. which are being 


channelied into public investments. 
Consumption is being boosted by 
higher soctal allowances for the 
most needy. Investment by 

men will be helped to the 
tune of Fr2.8b. through fiscal aid and 
advance tax payments by companies 
will be postponed for seven months, 
equivalent to a cash float increase of 
Fro.6b. 

The Government is also giving 
consumption a stimulus by easing 
hire-purchase terms. Repayment 
periods have been extended and 
finance houses have responded by 
cutting their hire-purchase rates by 
two points to 17.8 per cent. 

In the public sector Fr8b. will be 
devoted to projects which have been 
on the drawing board for some while 
but which were postponed during the 
deflationary. period which followed 
the ail crisis. These include moder- 
nizing roads and ports, improving 
public transport systems — the go- 
ahead has at last been given for a 
high-speed rail service between 
Paris and Lyons — and giving 
hospitals a more human face. 

The day after President Giscard 
announced these measures, Finance 


Minister Jean-Pierre Fourcade said 
they would entail a budget deficit 
this year of Fre0b. This marks a 
departure from the traditional 
French policy of balanced budgets of 
which Giscard has been a prominent 
exponent ever since he served as De 
Gaulle's finance minister throughout 
the 1960s. 

The deficit is to be financed prin- 
cipally through sale of short-term 
bonds but the Government is think- 
ing of creating a new kind of 
treasury bond on the American 
mede] in order to recycle petro- 
dollars into France. However, Four- 
cade says that France will revert to 
financial orthodoxy in 1976 and 
balance its budget again. The extra 
fiscal revenue required will be 
provided by increases in taxes on 
tobacco, spirits and motor cars. 


The new reflationary package 
received a good send-off thanks to 
last week’s news that France had a 
current payments surplus for the 
first half of 1975 of Fr2b., compared 
with an overall deficit of Fr29b. for 
1974. But the Finance Ministry’s ex- 
perts have confirmed that they ex- 
pect a 2.5 per cent Grop in the coun- 
try’s economic growth this year, in 
spite of the slight recovery which 
they look forward to during the 
current six month period. They are 
postulating a 2 per cent rise above 
last year's level in 1976. 

The Government's recovery 
measures have received a mixed 
reception. The Patronat, the 
employers’ federation, expressed 
mitigated relief. Their President, 
Francois Ceyrac, said: '‘As a whole 
the programme is coherent and we 
find it positive." But he added that 
“the measures taken to lighten the 
cash problems of businesses are δ 
big disappointment.” 

The trade unions unanimously 
judge the social provisions of the 
plan as inadequate. The Communist- 
led C.G.T. claims that help for 
business firms will only stimulate 
profits and the C.G.D.T., which 
represents the more radical wing of 
the trade union movement, argues 
that they will not end unemploy- 
ment. The socialist Force Ouvriere 
union expresses surprise that the 
fiscal coneessions given to business 
have not been extended to the 
jobless, too. 


Although the French autumn is 
open season for labour conflicts, it is 
unlikely that, with unemployment 
still rising, the unions really have the 
stomach for 4 confrontation with the 
Government. In pumping money into 
the economy on such an un- 
precedented scale with all the in- 
flationary risks this entails, Giscard 
has not forgotten the events of May 
1968, when student riots and the take- 
over of factories by indignant 
workers threw the country into 
chaos. 

‘The current depressed situation of 
the French economy cannot be blam- 
ed entirely on the world recession. It 
is also the inevitable result of the 
stringent anti-Inflationary plan in- 
troduced immediately after Giscard 
was elected 15 months ago. Inflation 
at that time was running at a rate of 
17 per cent. Giscard and Fourcade 
have lowered inflation to an annual 
rate of under 10 per cent, which com- 
pares respectably with the German 
level of 6 per cent. The latest 
monthly increase in the French con- 
sumer price index was 0.7 per cent. 

The Government's big mistake 
was to imagine it could contain infla- 
tion without a sharp downturn in 
economic activity and a perilous rise 
in unemployment, which is now 
twice as high as a year ago. A series 
of ‘mini-packages,’* designed to 
give a fillip to the economy without 
the risk of inflation on an israeli or 
British scale, have proved ineffec- 
tual. 

Both the Socialist and Communist 
opposition turned down an invitation 
trom Prime Minister Jacques Chirac 
to consult with the Government on 
the new reflationary measures. 
Francois Mitterrand and Georges 
Marchais are too old hands at the 
game of politics to fall into that sort 
of trap. 

The key question is how soon the 
French Government package will 
produce results. The spectre of over 
one million unemployed is daunting 
enough. Nobody here has forgotten 
1968. A vigorous revival of the 
economy is unlikely to occur before 
the end of the year. By then the 
young school-leavers, many of whom 
are imbued with extreme le! 
views, could take to the streets with 
the older generation of jobless. So for 
several months to come President 
Giscard and his ministers will keep 
their fingers crossed.

The Company is now offering to 
the public 420,000 ordinary bearer 
shares of a nominal value of IL10 at a 
price of 1L.26 per share, thus raising 
1L10.92m. 


At the end of this month, present 
and new shareholders will be offered 
some 619,000 ordinary bearer shares 
of nominal value of IL10 at a price of 
1L17.- per share. Shareholders will 
be able to buy one share for every 
three held. This will produce 
11.10.52m. 

The staff and pensioners of the 
Company will be offered 91,000 of the 
above shares at a price of IL12.- per 
share, thus raising an additional 
114.09m. 


The consortium of banks un- 
derwriting the issue has undertaken 
to take up all the shares offered, of 
which 180,000 have been sold by prior 
contract to institutional investors 
(mainly institutions connected with 
the three large banks). However the 
issue is expected to interest the 
general investing public since 
Hassneh shares are considered one 
of the best investments available in 
Israel. 


Hassneh was founded as far back 
as 1924 and is today an energetic, 
revitalized concern. During the last 
two years, Hagsneh has pioneered a 
series of comprehensive policies 
covering a number of risks. Thus 
Kolbituah (for house and family) 
covers property and third-party 
risks, and also life insurance to en- 


sure mortgage. payments, 
“Kolbituah for Businesses and Of- 
fices" covers the varied risks in- 
volved in commerce. Premiums are 
relatively low, and these policies 
have proved popular with the public. 

Hassneh's before-tax profits have 
risen continuously during the last 
four years, from IL3,578.000 in 1971 
to 11.11,367,000 in 1974. 

Most of the company's recent 
profits were derived from in- 
vestments, the great majority being 
government bonds or bonds backed 
by the State. 

During recent years, income from 
life insurance has increased at an 
accelerated pace, reaching more 
than IL74m. (gross) in 1974, com- 
pared with about IL42m. in 1973. 

The new issue is connected with a 
number of acquisitions made recent- 
ly by the Company. The outstanding 
Purchase was that of the Zur In- 
surance Company (90 per cent of the 
‘voting rights and 88 per cent of the 
issued capital). Tzur, which 
operates at a profit, was previously 
owned by the Israel-British Bank. 

‘Towards the end of 1974, Hassneh 
set up a subsidiary company called 
Rotem, which underwrites agencies 
in the field of elementary insurance. 
It bas also set up 2 new company 
(Idit) in Cologne, which provides 
computer services to a group of 
agencies linked with it, by means of 
an IBM 370 computer. 

Hassneh, which is controlled by 
the Histadrut’s Hevrat Ovdim, 
belleves firmly in distributing its 
profits to the shareholders. The new 
issue, the first to confer voting 
rights, shows the Company's inten- 
Hon of continuing this system.

Notable Israeli film: of 
rare beauty and honesty 


My Michael (Arnon, Jerusalem and 
Gordon, Tel Aviv), Dan Wolman's 
screen adaptation of Amos Oz's best- 
selling 1968 novel, has just been judg- 
ed ‘best picture of the year'’ by the 
Israel Film Institute and the 
National Council for Culture and Art. 
The screenplay by Ester Mor also 
won top honours for the movie in a 
separate competition run by these 
two bodies (director Wolman 
himself later co-operated with her on 
the final version of the screenplay). 


““My Michael"' is set in the 
Jerusalem of the ‘fifties. It is the 
story of the first decade of marriage 
of a geologist (Oded Kotlericand a 
moody, hypersensitive arts student 
(Efrat Lavie). Yet, though the feel- 
ing of the divided city is always pre- 
sent, in fact there is something un- 
iversal in the conflict between the 
hard-working, matter-of-fact 
Michael and his romantic wife Han- 
na, seeking she knows not what, but 
discontented with the humdrum life 
they lead together with their young 
son in the Mekor Baruch district. 


Unable to communicate with her 
reticent husband, the girl abandons 
herself more and more to exotic es- 
eapist fantasies, in the forefront of 
which are always the twin Arab boys 
with whom she grew up in Kiryat 
Shmuel, when Jerusalem was un- 
divided. Hanna’s dreams, 
sometimes erotic in nature, reflect 
attraction and sympathy for the 
twins, mixed with fear of them — 
this ambivalence perhaps shows 
something of the attitude of certain 
Israelis towards the Arabs, 


Wolman, 33, who received much 
critical acclaim for his two earlier 
movies, ‘‘The Dreamer" and

faithful to the novel, working 
throughout in a low key and resisting 
any temptation to introduce more in- 
cident into the story.

— himself born and brought up in the 
city — has brilliantly succeeded in 
conveying the elusive mood of the 
novel. This lyrical quality is enhanc- 
ed by Alex Cagan's effective musical 
score, though unfortunately at times 
the music is too loud and tends to ob- 
trude. 

But plot-development is also im- 
portant in the ‘cinema and the lack 
of it in ‘My Michael” is undoubtedly 
a deficiency. All told though, this is 2 
piece of rare beauty and honesty, 
and certainly one of the most notable 
films yet to come out of Israel.

Jerusalem to 
host festival 
of Jewish films 


GENEVA. — The first World 
Jewish Film and Television } 
Festival will be held in the 
Jerusalem Theatre at the end 
of October 1976, the Festival's 
international bureau an- 
nounced here this week. 

The week-long event, which 
will include film-screenings, an 
andio-visual exhibition and a 
symposium, is being organized 
in cooperation with the Israel 
Government, and the 
Jerusalem Municipality by 
Melville Mark, who originated 
the ‘Golden Rose" TV Festival 
in Montreux, Switzerland. 

Mark noted that more than [ 
800 TV features on Jewish life 
and on Israel had been produc- 
ed during the past two years on 
Western TV networks. Many of 
them, he said had been produc- 
ed by non-Jewish television 
professionals for predominant- 
ly non-Jewish audiences. 

The Festival, which has a 
first-year budget of ‘‘not less" 
than $15,000, is expected to be 2 
bi-annual event.

‘LIKE THE DUTCH BOY who 


held the sea at bay by stopping 
up the hole in the dyke, Abba 
Eban has been carrying on a 
one-man campaign to block the 
tide of anti-Israel propaganda 
that threatened to engulf London 
this past week. 

The pro-Arah lobby, with its 
highpowered public relations 
men, pulled out all the stops in 
connection with the appearance 
of the PLO delegation to the 
Inter-Parliamentary Union con- 
ference here. Eban's speech, ex- 
plaining Israel's vision of 
peaceful coexistence with the 
Arabs, offset the virulence of 
‘Arab propaganda, and was also 
acknowledged as the high point 
of the conference. Moreover, the 
former Foreign Minister haa 
been making numerous public 
speeches and giving interviews 
to the news media. 

Mr. Eban has no illusions 
about the kind of resolution that 
may emerge from the IPU to- 
day, in view of the third world 
majority there. What went 
wrong in the IPU, as he told this 
reporter in an interview, dates 
back to last spring's Council 
meeting in Colombo when the 
Arabs slipped in a last-minute 
motion to invite the PLO as 
observers, in clear breach of 
IPU rules, 

“The 56-37 vote there showed 
that the position was not entirely 
hopeless... many delegates had 
gone, including the Americans 
who left before the vote to visit 
. Israel. The question of 
whether we were suitably 
represented there needs to be 
considered,"’ he pointed out. 

The PLO did not sail in as 
easily at the London gathering 
as they did at the U.N. General 
Assembly, and the host country 
showed its displeasure, with 100 
M.P.s signing a motion 
against their presence. Eban 
was also convinced that some of 
the Arab delegations, including 
Egypt, were embarrassed by the 
PLO presence. (The Arabs ap- 
parently were told off politely 
for leaving so many empty seats 
at an official reception in 
Greenwhich because the PLO is 
kept out of all. official British 
events around the.conference). 

Eban advises us to realise 
that since ‘the Assembly gave 
such a warm embrace to Arafat, 
it is going to be difficult for us at 
all such international forums... 
for after all they have the ma- 
jorities.” 3 

No, he did not think the 
Israelis’ journey to London had 
been in vain. To judge by the 
draft motions, the final resolu- 
tion would not be as bad as the 
one adopted at last year’s IPU 
meeting in Tokyo, when a 
boycott ot Israel was mentioned. 


THIS IS THE FIRST inter- 
national gathering since the in- 
terim agreement was signed, 
and Eban believes it reflects the 
change in-atmosphere. Although 
Egypt engineered the PLO 
presence here, its delegation 
was not showing much activity 
“and we hear they would have 
been happier if a Middle East 
debate had not taken place.” 
Moreover, there have been open 
indications of the inter-Arab 
clash. (Interestingly, when the
